An exceedingly, high percent- 
age of all traffic accidents occur 
during the twilight’ periods of 
dusk and dawn, These crucial 
driving. hours .are the times 
when many accidents occur be- 
cause too many drivers fail to 
realize the dangers that the twi- 
light hours: bring. 

When the sun begins to. set, 
a good rule to follow is to re- 
duce car speed 20 percent, If 
driving in a 50«mile per hour 
zone, cut speed to 40. Diminish- 
ing daylight may cast deceptive 


bility and increase reaction time. 
The failing light and long sha- 
dows also will be slowing other 


drivers, This will cause to build.’ 


up. Tempers may flare up, too. 

A slower speed will help reac- 

tion to other drivers’ foolish mis- 

takes, 

No one can say precisely at 
what moment headlights he- 
come useful, so the best rule is 
to turn them on while it still 
seems to be unnecessary. Doing 
this will let lights automatically 
decide. just when they become 
useful, Parking lights never 
should be used for twilight driv- 
ing. 

Overdriving the vehicle's lights 
is an unsafe policy anytime, 
therefore, always, be ready to 
stop when a sudden obstruction 
appears by gauging speed by 
visibility. 

Early morning .driving pro- 
vides a variety of other hazards: 
1.. Relivery vehicles will be 
starting out on their routes, 
Many of these light trucks 
will be starting and stopping 
frequently, The driver of the 
delivery truck may be yawn- 
ing when he should be look- 
ing so extra alert. 
Pedestrians are less likely to 
be attentive to traffic signals 
and they may cross the street 
in the middle of the block to 
save a few steps.

First of all, try to produce clean 
eggs. Dry litter achieved by good 
ventilation and 
essenetial. Plenty of nests that 
are correct in size and frequently 
provided with clean nesting mater- 
jal are big steps towards the 
goal, Nests that are too large—- 
é.g.-—12 inches for leghorns; in- 


varlably get two or more hens 
piled in» and. soiled eggs result 
from excessive egg breakage. 


Good sound egg shells as a result 
of good nutrition and extra cal- 
cium available, also assist. Roll- 
away nests or cages must be kept 
dusted and clean or excessive wire 
marked eggs will result, It is also 
best to gather the clean eggs into 
a different basket uniess this is 
too time consuming. 

Hand cleaning of eggs with 
emery paper, steel wool or a 
damp cloth can be done in small 
flocks. Mechanical egg cleaners are 
available for those who have suf- 
ficient birds to purchase them. 
Dry cleaning machines. using 
emery paper are available . but 
brush or immersion type washers 
are more prevalent. These 
machines, by and large, do the 
job they were designed to do if 
they are properly used, Always 
follow common sense and the 
manufacturers recommendations. 


The egg washers need an accur- 
ate and dependable water heating 
device, The brush type may use 
water as high as 165 degrees but 
the immersion types use water 
between 100 and 120 degrees F, 
Never should the eggs be allowed 
to remain in these immersion 
washers for over five minutes and 
four minutes is much better. De- 
tergents and detergent sanitizers, 
made especially for egg cleaning

Spring is here and summer not 
far behind when many farmers 
can't be bothered keeping the hens 
confined as they have all winter. 
They are too busy with seeding, 
summerfallow and the like, Egg 
prices too have dropped but as the 
season lengthens eggs will likely 
again be in short supply, at least 
the good quality ones, Some points 
on quality egg production should 
help and actually don't take that 
much extra time, 

First of all, keep all hens totally 
confined to the hen house and feed 
them just as carefully as you have 
all winter, A balanced ration will 
/}do much to promote good interior 
quality and good egg shells, As 
jthe temperature increases, egg 
shell quality will drop but not as 
severely if there is extra calcium 
readily available, 

Hens gradually lose their ability 
to make a real good egg as they 
get older.

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HOW THE CANADIAN 
RED ENSIGN BECAME 
OURFLAG ~ 


(By Jack Doupe) 
Deep in antiquity, the origins of 


’ 


today’s flags were sacred | 


often crudely mounted on spears, 


‘|that marched proudly at the heads of 


great armies. Figures of animals, 
boats, and gods; a king’s name; such 
were the symbols used. The office of 
standard-bearer was one of great 
privilege and high honor. The mystic 
powers of these ancient standards, 
their call upon divine support for 
victory in battle, was certainly more 
important than their function of 
identifying forces in the field, But 
their very holiness made them a ral- 
lying point for troops in even the 
bloodiest” battles, When such a stand- 
ard was taken by the enemy, it was 
not just an indignity—-as it is even 
to this day. It was an affront to the 
gods, certain to be followed by hum- 
iliating defeat. 

The legions of Rome had at first 
various standards, but finally the 
eagle alone marched to the field at 
the front of the imperial legions. 
These standards were treated with 
deepest veneration, guarded off. the 
field in the temples of the city of 
Rome itself. f 

After Constantine, Rome's first 


Christian emperor, the “labarum”-— | 


a banner of richest purple silk borne 
at the head of armies—carried the 
monogram of Christ. So the divine 
significance of flags has been car- 
ried even into our era. 

In the middle ages, pennants and 
flags of tremendous -variety identified 
noble individuals and noble houses. 


They bore a multitude of colors and | 
arked honors bestow- | 


shapes, They 
ed by the g, and also identified 
the ft.milies that bore them. 

~ Always superior to all were the 
rdyal standard, the symbol of the 
king, that marked the place occupied 
by him in camp, and the royal ban- 


ner, the flag the king’s army carried 


into the field. 

The royal standard was a flag of 
“noble size”, in heraldic terms, long 
and tapering towards the fly. (The 
“fly” is the part of the flag farther 
from the pole, and the “hoist” the 
part attached to the pole.) In the age 


of chivalry in England, the essential 


standard was 
an upright 
red cross on a white field, conspicu- 
ous in the hoist of the flag. Here it 
has remained in the succeeding na- 
tional flags of Great Britain, and it is 
still in the same position in our na- 
tional flag, the Canadian Red Ensign. 

For four centuries of British great) 
ness, the country’s field of battle was 
mainly the oceans of the world. 
British wars and Britain's imperial 
power were won in blood shed on the 
high seas, and the flags of the British 
countries owe most to the Royal 
Navy. And. Canada’s flag was -seafar- 
ing flag before it was a national flag. 
In fact, of the 70 countries of the 
world that fly merchant flags as well 
as national flags, 39 use the same 
flay for both purposes. 

In the 17th century, each ship in 
the great naval fleets carried a red, 


elentent of the royal 


white, or blué flag to show its posi-') 


tion—-in the centre, the van, or the 
rear squadron, respectively. Each of 
these flags had in the upper part of 
the hoist a “canton” (4 rectangular 
portion, one-quarter or less of the 
flag) of white with the red cross of 
St. George. These red, white and blue 
flags were called “ensigns.” 

The cross of St. George was the 
flag of the nation at the time. The 
cross of St. Andrew, a white diagonal 
cross on a blue field, was not restored 
to it until Britain and Scotiand were 
reunited by Parliament (after 60 
| wenn? in 1707. In 1801, Ireland join- 
ed the United Kingdom, the diagonal 
;red-on-white cross of St.. Patrick

| present form.—the Union Jack, more 
properly called the Great Union Flag.

Canada adopted the Red Ensign 
‘with the dominion badge for its mer- 
chantmen in 4892, just 25 years after 
‘Confederation. The arms of the four 


| 


|provinces that united in 1867 formed 
la Great Seal of the Dominion. The 
|device was never used for that pur- 
‘pose, but it began to appear as an 
‘emblem on flags then in use, includ- 
ing the merchantmen's Red Ensign, 
and on such public monuments as 
memorials. 


| If the arms of other provinces had 
been added as they entered the Con- 
federation, this coat of arms would 
have become unwieldy and heraldical-. 
ly improper. The present arms, which 
date from a royal proclamation of 
George V dated November 21, 1921, 


include a shield containing the tradi- , 


tional emblems of England (three 
golden lions on a red field), Scotland 
(red lion rampant on a_ gold field), 


and Ireland (gold harp on a purple , 


| France (three golden fleurs de lis on 
a purple field), thus incorporating 
the one French flag that’ anciently 
flew over Canadian soil into the flag 
that still flies here. Below is a sprig 
‘of three maple leaves. 

} From its use on merchant ships, 
the Canadian Red Ensign moved, 
with widespread international recog- 
nition, to the position of our flag 
abroad, superceding the Union Jack. 
iThis was written into law in 1924 
when Parliament enacted legislation 
providing for the wearing.of the en- 


sign on jany Canadian building 
abroad. ‘ 

The ensign is the flag carried by 
Canadian teams in the Olympic 


Games, and it is the flag worn by 
our troops in Cyprus to show nation- 
ality, though that force is “fighting” 
under the United Nations flag, not 
Canada's, 

At home, the ensign is the nation- 
al flag by authority of an order-in- 
council dated September 5, 1945. This 
order says it is appropriate to fly the 
ensign on any occasion when it is de- 
fired to mark its Canadian signific- 
ance. 
| Canada is coming by its national 
flag as it has come by so much of its 
unique nationality; slowly and gradu- 
ally, by evolution rather than by 
sudden revolution. From time to time 
individuals make attempts to hasten 
the process, usually in the form of 
private member’s bills to clarify the 
status of the national flag. The most 
recent such bill was introduced a

| More typically Canadian, and more 
effective, than these private bills is 
the sort of event—of which there 
must have been countless others— 
that J.W. Pickersgill reports from the 
1943 Quebec wartime conference in 
his account of the Mackenzie King 
papers: ; 

“Later that same afternoon, while 
walking in the Citadel grounds with 
one of his secretaries, Mackenzie 
King (Pickersgill quotes) “saw the 
Canadian flag and the Union Jack 
flying side by side in the grounds. 
‘This I arranged yesterday. I had been 
put out when I saw the Union Jack 
and Canadian flags flying one be- 
neath the other--the Canadian flag 
beneath the Union Jack, the day that 
Churchill arrived.” He had subse- 
quently spoken to Churchill about 
flying the three flags side by side 
and had then’ given directions that 
this should be done. “I can now say,” 
he wrote, “that this was done with 
agreement between the Prime Minis- 
ter of the United Kingdom and the 
Prime Minister of Canada.” He added 
that both of them agreed that “the 
Canadian flag should come in the
